PLACED UNDER ARREST. 


He Tries to Elude the Officer on State 
Street and Is Captured and Subdued 
After a Lively Battle—Besieged by a 
Throng of Lawyers Representing Cred- 
itors~The Fame the Erstwhile Pro- 
prietor “ of the Grand Palace Hotel Has 
Achieved by Not Paying His Debts. 

Charles Pierce Newberry, the proprietor of 
the Grand Palace Hotel on North Clark street, 
was arrested at 11 o’clock yesterday morning 
as he was leaving the Auditorium Hotel. 

The complainant is the American Exchange 


National Bank, Several months ago New- , 


berry borruwed $8,000 from the bank on some 
securities which he overvalued, He failed to 
redeem them, and after much correspondence 
the bank sold them, but only succeeded in re- 
alizing $5,000. They sued him for the remain- 
ing $3,000 and secured a judgment for the full 
amount, Feb. 15 he was summoned 
to the Circuit Court to show cause 
why the judgment should not be satisfied. 
He swore he had no property or assets of 
any kind to satisfy the judgment. Judge 
Collins then ordered, on the statement of 
Lawyer O’Brien, that Charles Perkins, his 
clerk, be appointed receiver of the Grand 
Palace Hotel. When Newberry was finally 
brought before the receiver he refused to an- 
sewer any question and swore that his mother 
owned the place, Judge Collins afterward 
issued an attachment against him for con- 
tempt.

Three Men Charged with Trying to Beat 
“’skakel’s “Quotation” Game. 

George W. Hancock, editor and proprietor 
of Club Life, F. Saunderson, an alleged in- 
ventor, and a telegraph operator named Ben- 
son were arrested by Pinkerton detectives at 
11 o’clock last night on warrants charging 
them with conspiracy to defrand, grand lar- 
ceny, and tapping telegraph wires. The war- 
rants were sworn out by William Skakel, of 
Skakel clock fame, now proprietor, of the 
„mining stock exchanges’’ at No. 130 Van 
Buren street and in the rear of 
No. 170 Madison street. It is 
claimed by Skakel that he has been 
beaten out of $15,000 by the trio, who tapped 
his wires from a room on the third floor 
above Skakel’s place in the rear of No. 170 
Madison street. 

Hancock denied all knowledge of the wire- 
tapping and said he walked into-the room out 
of curiosity. Heclaims that he has made a 
good deal of money lately speculating in 
Skakel’s mining stocks, and that Skakel has 
taken this method of getting even. 

William Skakel, the complainant, said that 
several weeks ago he noticed that Hancock 
and Saunderson never lost any money. His 
suspicions were aroused, and he employed 
Pinkerton men to investigate. They found 
that Hancock, Benson, and Saunderson were 
in collusion. They rented the room for a

near Jackson street, and took refuge in the 
rear of the place, As the detective approached 
Newberry drew out a large pocketbook and 
cried to the proprietor: 

“ Here, take this! Don't you see I am ar- 
rested! Take it! They’ve got me!” 

The detective grabbed him, and Newberry 
fought for liberty. He kicked the officer in 
the stomach and pounded his face. After a 
struggle the officer finally subdued him and, 
followed by a large crowd, he was led to 
Justice Everett’s court. 

Here the officer accused Newberry of as- 
saulting him, and that individual used some 
strong language in denying the fact, and made 
another dash for the officer. He was caught 
and subdued, however, before any damage 
was done. 

Justice Everett fixed his bail at $1,500, and 
gave him two hours to find a bondsman. New- 
berry searched in vain, and at 3 o'clock he 
returned without being successful. By that 
time fully twenty-five attorneys representing 
people who had obtained judgments against 
Newberry had congregated and were wildly 
clamoring for the much-sought-for man. 
When the detective started to take him to jail 
his lawyers grabbed him, and pulled him 
back, shouting that they wanted more time. 
The other attorneys grabbed him and 
pulled him toward the door, shout- 


ing that they had waitéd long enough. | 


The lawyers pulled Newberry about for some 
minutes when Justice Everett interfered and 
ordered him taken to Jail, As the detective 
pulled him out the door Newberry spied a 
friendly face and he called out: 

„Will you sign my bond, Tom? Won't you 
sign? 

Tom“ would not sign and Newberry was 
fairly pulled down-stairs to the street, where 
the constable allowed him to enteracab. He 
will ve given a further hearing before Justice 
Everett April 2. 

Newberry’s Checkered Career. 

The story of Newberry’s career would fill a 
good-sized book. O December, 1889, the Grand 
Palace Hotel company, of which Newberry 
constituted about the whole company, was in 
such a condition that a receiver was appointed 
in the person of E. B. Sherman. Mr. Sher- 
man found that over sixty chattel mortgages 
had been given on the property and the con- 
tents of the building. There was not a 
cent in sight. Newberry then came 
to the front and induced a bartender 
named Harry Powers, who was his right-hand 
man, to take a lease of the hotel. The re- 
ceiver duly executed the lease to him, and 
then Newberry c.mmenced a career which 
seldom, if ever, has been equaled in Chicago. 
Before this ne Palace Hotel company 
used the north end of the building. New- 
berry was President and manager. One or 
two others were interested in the place, but 
when the crash came Newberry induced them 
to execute to him two judgment notes of 
$2,800 each and allow him to take the place. 
He immediately signed the notes over to 
Loyal S. Smith, a lawyer in the office of 
Kretzinger & Kretzinger. :

Newberry recently conveyed all the property 
to his mother for $1. The property was cov- 
ered by mortgages of over $40,000, and Law- 
yer O’Brien says the mortgages were executed 
to a company called the Gogebic Lum- 
ber and Supply company of Chicagc, 
which only exists in Newberry’s mind. 
Recently, Mr. O'Brien says, Newberry gave 
out that Charles Pierce was the proprietor 
of the hotel. Charles Pierce and Charles 
Pierce Newberry were one and the same man 
namely: Newberry. This was done to avoid 
paying creditors. Mr. O’Brien declares New- 
berry is worth over $75,000, and that he has 
evidence to prove it. 


BROMLEY’S CURTAIN FACTORY BURNED. 


The Carpet and Rug Works Saved by the 
Fire Walls. 

PuriapE pata, Pa., March 26.—Fire broke 
out shortly after 8 o’clock this evening and 
damaged the great carpet, rug, and curtain 
works of John Bromley & Sons at Lehigh 
avenue and Front street to the extent of 
nearly $300,000 within an hour’s time. The 
flames were confined to half of Mili No. 1, 
an immense four-story brick structure used 
for the manufacture of Turcoman curtains, 
originating in the picker-room, it is supposed, 
by spontaneous combustion, and in a short 
time completely destroyed the west plant of 
valuable machinery. The walls of the 
wrecked half of the mill fell in, while the 
rest of the building escaped serious damage 
through the protection by a division wall and 
fireproof doors in the center. 


DINAN, OF CRONIN-CASE FAME, DEAD.

Patrick Dinan, the liveryman at No. 260

nished by Dinan that Detective Coughlin was 
convicted. Coughlin the night. of May 4, 
1889, hired the white horse and buggy for 
a “friend.” This friend called for 
Dr. Cronin, and told the doctor that one of 
P. O'Sullivan's employés had been injured. 
Dr. Cronin was then driven to the Carieson 
cottage, where he was murdered.

but his penitentiary term was canceled. At 
the time the proceedings were published, by 
the order of the court, in the Army and Navy 


‘Register, reference to which will prove the ac- 


curacy of my statements. I object to having 
my client tried by a court of which a man of 
such a character is a member.“ 

When Driscoll haa finished the Captain 
sprang up and demanded two days’ delay in 
order to prepare an answer to what he called 
a conspiracy to defame his ch r. The 
delay was granted and last Monday the Cap- 
tain made his answer. He did not attempt 
to deny the charges, but demanded that 
Driscoll be debarred from acting as 
Hanson’s counsel on the ground that he had 
come into court not so much to aid his client 
as to defame an officer’s character. The 
Captain was successful, and Driscoll was dis- 
missed from his attorneyship. This deprived 
Hanson of his counsel, and he was tried and 
sentenced to the guard-house, where he now is. 


Hedberg Turns on Driscoll, 


Then Capt. Hedberg preferred general 
charges against Driscoll Thursday for libel 
and disrespect. These charges were approved 
by Col. R. A. Crofton and sent to the Adjutant-

document in which he claims that his convic- 
tion in New Mexico was due to the prejudice 
of the jury. Then several pages are devoted 
to describing what a good soldier its writer

nk Passes Away. 

Henry R. Symonds, First Vice-President of 
the First National Bank of Chicago, died at 
7 o’clock last night in St. James’ Hotel at 
Jacksonville, Fla. He went to Jacksonville 
five weeks ago suffering with a nervous dis- 
order induced by overwork and severe mental 
strain. He grew worse, but was able to be 
about the house until a week ago. Since then 
his ailment developed into a complication of 
Bright’s disease and diabetes. and he 
failed rapidly. Mrs. Symonds and three 
young children have been with him since his 
arrival at Jacksonville. His medical attend- 
ant has been Dr. Henry R. Stout. The patzent 
had the most careful nursing, but his fate 
seemed settled from the first. The widow 
and children will probably start for Chicagy 
with the remains today. 3 

Mr. Symonds resided at No. 69 Bellevue 
place. He was one of Chicago’s most prom- 
inent financiers. 

Mr. Symonds was taken ill with jaundice 
early in January, 1892. At that time Presi- 
dent Lyman J. Gage was ill in New York and 
Mr. Symonds returned to his desk before he 
had fully recovered. After one week’s work he 
suffered a relapse, dus to worry and overwork. 
As a result of this the Florida trip was planned. 

[Henry Robert Symonds was born at Niagara 
Falls Jan. 11, 1840. He attended school in his na- 
tive town, and afterward in a preparatory school 
in New York until he reached the age of fifteen. 
He then became a clerk in a bank in Niagara 
Falls, business*in which he continued until 
the time of his death. After three years’ busi- 
ness life in Niagara Falls he concluded that the 
West afforded him better prospects for a success- 
ful lid and he moved to Chicago in May, 1889. 
Here he first identified himself with the banking 
firm of Aiken & Norton, the senior member of 
which afterwards founded the First National 
Bank. He remained teller in Aiken & 
Norton’s bank for two years and then 

ed to accept a similar position in C. B. 
Blair’s bank, which later was converted into the 
Merchants’ National Bank. 

Mr. Symond’s connection with the First Na- 
tional Bank commenced in January, 1869, when he 
accepted the position of tant under Lyman 
J. Gage, who at that time was cashier. Later he 
became cashier, and last July he was elected 
Vice-President of the institution, a position in 
which he continued until the time of his death. 

Mr. Symonds was married to Miss Julia Aikley 
of Chicago in 1861. Three children were the re- 
sult of this marriage. They are Mrs. Frederick 
K. Morrill of Chicago, Charles Symonds of the 
First National Bank, and Florence Symonds, who 
is at present at Chestnut Hill Academy in Phil- 
adelphia. After the death of his first wife Mr. 
Symonds was married to Charlotte L. McCabe of 
Chicago. Four children were born to them, the 
eldest of whom is 14 years old and the youngest 
9 months.]

MES. DOLAN SHOT HtR HUSBAND, 
She Aduiits the Shooting, Says It Was Ac- 

cidental, but She Isn’t Sorry. 

Mrs. Lizzie Dolan, who was arrested Friday 
night for the alleged murder of her husband 
Joseph Dolan, March 16, yesterday confessed 
that she had shot him. She explained that the 
shooting was done accidentally while she was 
handing him a loaded revolver, She had no 
intention of shooting her husband, but she 
said she was not at all sorry for the act. 
She declined to say why she was handing the 
revolver to her husband when the weapon was 
dischatged. After the shooting Mrs. Dolan 
says she was frightened and told the story of 
suicide to clear’ herself. Mrs. Dolan said 
that Charles Reeppertzhoem was in the kitchen 
of her house at the time of the shooting, but 
knew nothing about the affair except what she 
had told him. After the shooting she ran out 

into the kitchen and told Reeppertzhoem that 
her husband had com mitted suicide. 

Inspector Lewis and Capt. Shippy do not 
believe the woman. They think she deliber- 
ately shot her husband while he was sitting in 

chair. The officers have been experiment- 

with the revolver with which Dolan was 
shot, and find that by shooting at a piece of 
white ＋ with the weapon held four feet 
distant powder will burn the paper. As 
there were no powder marks on the dead 
man’s face, it is the belief of the police that 
the weapon must have been held at least five 
feet distant from Dolan’s face when the shot 
was fired. Ing r Lewis says the woman 
will yet break down and tell the truth about 
the matter. 

Reeppertzhoem was arrested yesterday 
rene in the murder.

said he the shot fired in the bedroom 
but he did not see the shooting and did not 
know whether Mr. or Mrs. Dolan fired the 
shot.

Dr. Hirsch, Adolph Loeb, President of the 
Russian Relief Associat:on; Joseph Beifeld, 
Chairman of the Distribution committee of 
the Relief Association, and many others.

Mr. Wolf stated that the investigations 
made by the Immigration Committee at 
Washington had shown that the suffering now 
being undergone by the Jews in Russiacould 
not be pictured in any language. The report 
of this committee, he said, is now being print- 
ed and its three hundred pages will tell a story 
of horror that will startle the world. 

Dr. Hirsch said that while in Washington he 
had pledged his word to the President and to 
other officials that the refugees would not be 
allowed to become a burden tothe govern- 
ment nor dependent upon the general public. 
On the contrary he had felt safe in promising 
that they would become good citizens of the 
republic. He called upon his heurers to aid in

D’ALBERT’S SECOND PIANO RECITAL. 


The Attendance Was Small, but the Enter- 
tainmeut Was Exceptionally line. 

Eugen D’Albert’s second recital attracted 
but a small audience to Central Music Hail 
yesterday afternoon, the undeservedly light 
attendance probably being attributable not 
to the lack of public appreciation of the artist, 
but rather to the fact that the present season 
has been so liberally supplied with piano re- 
citals that general interest in this form of en- 
tertainment has been for the time being 
satiated. 

The program of yesterday’s recital was 
more varied and therefore more attractive 
than the one offered Thursday evening, and 
better opportunity to judge of the work of the 
artist was afforded. Study of Herr D’Albert’s 
playing yesterday but served to strengthen an 
impression gained by listening to his first re- 
cital, but which wes left unspoken until 
further hearing had confirmed its correctness. 


This impression that there is now lacking in. 


this artist's playing the warmth and passion 
that two years ago lent it its chief charm be- 
comes conviction after listening to the 
two recitalg he has given here this week. 
It cannot be said that coldness 
and hardness characterize Herr D’Albert’s 
work, but the emotional qualities seem to be 
giving way to the incellectual, as though the 
evident desire to avoid the so-considered vices 
of the subjective school were resulting in the 
dryness and unimpassioned style of the se- 
verely objective, of which Bülow is the tore- 
most representative. This is the chief chango 
the comparison of D'Albert with D’Albert— 
the only comparison that is, in justice, allowa- 
ble—reveals. Technically the pignist is still 
great, and interpretativgly there is much that 
commands admiration for the musicianship 
and scholarly qualities displayed.

CLEAN STREETS AND ALLEYS. 

The meeting to be held this afternoon in 
Central Music Hail te promote the movement 
in favor of clean streets and alleys in this city 
should be full to overflowing. The proposed 
reform 18 a long and badly needed one. The 


committee of the World’s Congress Auxiliary, 
which has. for some six months past been 
studying the subject. Its members have per- 
sonally investigated the condition of the streets 
and alleys, noted the shameful manner in 
which the ordinances are disregarded alike by 
residents and officials, and determined to lay 
before the people of Chicago the proposition 
that “‘something must be done”’ to insure 
municipal cleanliness during and after the hold- 
ing of the great Fair, 

There is more dirt.in Chicago today than 
in London, Paris, Berlin, Brussels, and all the 
large cities of Europe put together.“ This is 
the way in which the case is stated by one 
who knows, and the statement is a true one. 
Some of this excess of dirt may be set down 
to the account of a level site and a soft soil, 
but a far greater proportion of it is due to 
carelessness on the part of the citizen and the 
prevalence of political methods in govern- 
ing the city. Instead of making it the duty 
of the police officer to report cases in which 
garbage and other filth are deposited in places 
or ways forbidden by the ordinances we hire 
a lot of special dfficers to attend to the busi- 
ness, who understand their chief duty to 
be to draw their pay and work for the 
political advancemfent of the men at whose 
instance they were appointed. The average 
citizen knows he or she is not being efficiently 
watched, and so commits a daily nuisance, 
which the contractor does not remove, be- 
cause he, too, knows well he is not held toa 
strict accountability except in regard to cer- 
tain arrangements for votes at election time. 
So he hires alot of men who are recom- 
mended to him by the politicians, gets out of 
them barely half afl honest tale of work, and 
considers himself entitled to make a one-fifth 
profit out of the 50 per cemt. of labor done. 
Hence his force performs about 40 per cent 
of the work that is paid for. The other 60 per 
cent of offensive material is left to take care 
of itself. It is needless to describe in set 
terms the result of this arrangement. The 
energy were better employed in working for a 
radical change, and that is the object of the 
meeting to be held this afternoon. 

rhe virtue of cleanliness, as entitled to rank 
next to godliness, will be presented in elo- 
quent phrases by the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 
Jones. He will be followed by Dr. Holmes 
and Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, S. W. Aller- 
ton, Mayor Washburne, Commissioner Al- 
drich, Chief of Police McClaughry, Sanitary 
Chief Hayt, T. J. Morgan, Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin, and Miss Ada Sweet, all speaking on 
diffefent subjects connected with the one 
great proposition to aid in the war against dirt 
and make the city clean and wholesome. It is 
proposed to accomplish this by the organiza- 
tion of local committees of members of the 
Municipal Order League, which all well dis- 
posed persons in the city are invited 
to join, and thereby range themselves 
formally on the side of reform. The 
mode of procedure will be similar to 
that adopted by the society formed for the sup- 
pression of the smoke nuisance. Citizen of- 

enders against the ordinances will. be visited 

and reasoned with, shown how they can avoid 
the deposition of filth where it ought not to be 
placed, and not provoked to reform in that 
particular. until after they have shown them- 
selves incapable of being persuaded to do 
what is right. Then the folks employed to 
remove the much smaller quantity of garbage 
and rubbish are also to be looked after, with 
the understanding that if they neglect their 
duty théy will be efficiently prosecuted. These 
are the objects as outlined by some of the 
parties to the movement. The people should 
attend the meeting, listen to the formal pres- 
entation of the plans to be adopted, and then 
resolve to throw their whole weight in favor 
of this effort to secure better sanitary cond)- 
tions in Chicago. 


THE DRAYTON-BORROW E COMPLICATIONS 

The prospect of a duel betwoen the two de- 
lectable representatives of Mr. McAllister’s 
New York society, Drayton and Borrowe, 
growing out of tne latter’s attentions to the 
furmer’s wife, is now removed, if it ever ex- 
isted, by new complications which have arisen 
betweens Borrowe’s alleged seconds, Harry 
Vane Millbank, Edward Fox, and the French 
go-between, the Duc de Morny and Aurelien 
Scholl. It would appear from the latest de- 
velopments that Millbank, who is a profession- 
al duelist, despairing of any encounter be- 
tween the principals in which his services will 
be needed, has picked a fuss with his own 
Anglo-French associates, which has attained 
such dimensions as to overshadow the origi- 
nal scandal. It is Mr. Millbank’s contention 
that his own honor, such as it is, has been 
prejudiced by his fellow-second, Fox, who 
gave out the correspondence between Drayton 
and Borrowe for publication without first con- 
| sulting him. Mr. Fox, on the other hand, af- 
firms that the correspondence was edited 
by Borrowe and Miilbank and given to 
the public with their approval. This 
brings up a question of veracity 
between Millbank and Fox which 
may lead to anqther invoice of correspond- 
ence and perhaps to 8 hostile meeting be- 
tween the two. But this is not all of Mill- 
bank’s troubles. He further alleges that the 
Duc de Morny and Aurelien Scholl, the dis- 
tinguished French authorities on scandals of 
this sort, as well as in dueling, have given out 
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point of view. All this does not help Drayton 
any. He appears to be without any remedy, 
It would seem an excellent opportunity, how- 
ever, now that Borrowe’s seconds and thirds 
are by the ears, to do a little work on his own 
account and invite Mr. Borrowe to accept the 
proposition of the Hazelton, Pa., Athletic club 
for a fight to a finish in their rooms, and, if 
he will not accept it, to give Borrowe a sound 
thrashing the first time he meets him. This 


would at least elevate him in the estimation 


of his ‘own countrymen much more than 
tamely accepting the decision of French con- 
doners of seduetion. Meanwhile if the other 
four precious parties to this disgusting busi- 
ness could only manage to kill each other off 
it would be no loss to the world. It is not to 
be wondered at that the Astor family has gone 
into the strictest retirement, and that not a 
male or female member of it can be found, 
and that not even Mr. McAllister has a word 
to say on the stibijecs. It would be an interest- 
ing phase of \the affair if some of the 
tippers would invoke the apirit of the old hide 
and fur dealer who founded the Astor family 
and get his opinion of the manner in which 
some of ite representatives are conducting 
themselves. 


LIMITING ALDERMANIC POWERS. 

It was suggested in this paper recently that 
if it was impossible to secure honest Alder- 
men it would be necessary to take from the 
Council some of the powers it now possesses 
by providing that ordinances such as those 
for the Economic Gas compeny and the Com- 
pressed Air company should not be valid ex- 
cept ratified by a vote of the people. Many 
papers printed im other cities are inclined to 
look on this idea with favor. The Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette says “there is conserva- 
tism and safety in it,” and the Richmond Des- 
patch says it would bea good provision in 
the charter of every city.”’ 

Were this change made there would be am- 
ple time in which to discuss every proposition 
to rip up the streets and put the public to in- 
convenience and expense, Besides, while it 
may be easy to corrupt a Council, it would be 
a more difficult matter to bribe a community. 
Every franchise-giving ordinance would have 
to stand or fall on ite merits. This idea of 
consulting the voters is already imbedded in 
the Constitution, which declares that county 
authorities shall not levy taxes in excess of 75 
cents on the hundred dollars unless author- 
ized to do so by a vote of the people. 

Another proposition has been made, which 
is that the power of originating ordinances 
granting franchises be taken from the Coun- 
cil and given tothe Mayor and heads of de- 
partments, It that system prevailed an ordi- 
nance for a new gas Company could not get 
before the Council except with the consent of 
the Mayor. That would be an improvement 
on the present plan. It is true that boodlers 
would refuse to let good ordinances pass ex- 
cept for a consideration, but the Aldermen 
would be unable to pass bad ones with or 
without a consideration. 

If it were certain that good Mayors would 
be elected all the time it would be safe to give 
them the initiative in legislation on the sub- 
ject of franchises, measures originated 
by them have not al ays met with the ap- 
proval of the people. The original Northern 
Pacific ordinance, w was designed to give 
to that corporation the right to fill out into 
the South Branch, originated with the then 
Mayor and met with the approval of his heads 
of departments. The city is not safe with 
Mayors who are ready to sanction such legis- 
lation as that. 


FRAME STRUCTURES AND HIGH BUILD- 
INGS. 


The Aldermen must not allow themselves 
to become so absorbed in watching the pro- 
ceedings of the grand jury as to neglect ur- 
gent and important business. One matter 
which they should attend to at once is the 
prevention of violations of the fire limits 
building law. A month ago this paper gave a 
mass of interestmg information about the 
way in which the ordinance was being vio- 
lated systematically in the Sixteenth Ward, 
with the energetic ussistance of the two Alder- 
men. Asis generally known, Ald, Bowler of 
the adjoining Fifteenth Ward ran up a frame 


structure for his own use in defiance of the 


law. There are few of the outlying wards of 
the old city in which frames are not being 
put up constantly with or without Aldermanic 
connivance, 

Abeut the time that these disclosures were 
made, the Council passed a resolution for the 
appointment of a committee made up of some 
of its own members and of representatives of 
the underwriters, architects, contractors, etc., 
to frame a new building ordinance Which 
should contain among other things more rigid, 
severe, and effectual regulations to punish 
violations of the fire limits ordinance. The 
membership of that committee has just been 
filled up and it will hold its first meeting in a 
few days. Doubtless it will do good work. 

It will be a long while, however, before it 
gets through. The subject is an extensive one 
and the committee may be at work all sum- 
mer. In the meantime the construction of 
frame buildings in defiance of Jaw will con- 
tinue. Every one of these violations increases 
the danger of fires which will spread to sev- 
eral houses and consequently every violation 
tends to raise the insurance rates. It is better 
perhaps to have no fire limits law than to have 
one which compels one maa, who is law-abid- 
ing and unwilling to bribe inspectors or Alder- 
men, to build in brick, while his less scrupu- 
lous neighbor is allowed to put up a fire trap 
alongside him. 

What the Council should do is to pass a 
brief ordinance imposing effectual fines and 
penalties in the case of a viclation, and em- 
powering the authorities to tear down a 
structure, whether finished or unfinished, 
which has been run up in defiance of law. 
Such an ordinance, strictly enforced, would 
protect the city for the time being or until the 
special committee on the building laws had 
prepared its ordinance and it had been adopt- 
ed. Will the Aldermen. adopt an ordinance 
on the subject and give the city some protec- 
tion? 

Another matter which deserves attention is 
the regulation of the height of sky-scrapers. 
An ordinance was passed a month ago, hehe 
vetoed because of its defects, and the subject ' 
was referred to the special committee men- 
tioned above. As has been said, it will bea 
long time before it makes a report. Is it per- 
missible in the meanwhile to build up to the 
skies? Can permits be taken out for struct- 
ures of any height? If so some temporary 
provision should be made. The ordinance 
which was vetoed because it contained no out 
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the rule. In the great majority of instances

ment, yet his own practice is not less empiri- 


cal in theory nor more valuable in practice. 


The researches of the last few years have 
furnished demonstration that very many dis- 
eases are due to the ravages of microbes. 
These almost infinitesimal creatures multiply 
by millions wherever the conditions permit, 
and weaken and destroy the tissues of the 
human frame that they and their progeny may 
live. They fasten upon the respiratory pas- 
sages and organs, causing catarrh, bronchitis, 
and pneumonia, with numerous other diseases 
of that class, They are the causes of yellow. 
fever, cholera, and the whole range of in- 
fections which afflict members uf the human 
family, They are especially at home in the 
mucous membranes within the body, and are 
swift to attack raw surfaces externally when 
by abrasion, cutting, or ulceration the 
skin covering ceases to protect from 
their ravages, Had these facts been 
known a hundred years ago the 
medical fraternity would ere this have risen 
to a comprehension of the fact that the cause 
of disease may be ascertained in very many 
cases, and that such knowledge is potential ia 
dictating the means of cure. As it is, the doo- 
tors are still groping blindly. A few of their | 
number are becoming alive to the truth of 
the matter, but the schools fight shy of it, 
and their older graduates are averse to investi- 
gating for themselves in a direction where loss 
of caste looms up in the distance as a reward 
for any who may commit themselves to a nov- 
elty in theory or practice. 

This professional vis inertia cannot, how- 
ever, avail much longer. Opposition must 
give way before the pressure of public opinion 
in favor of rational treatment. There is not 
now any room to doubt the assertion that 
these bacterial causes of disease are mostly 
composed of albumen, eliminated from the 
tissues of the larger organism on which they 
feed. The next step isan easy one. If some 
material can be found that will coagulate 
these albuminous forms, thus killing them off 
without destruction of the tissues that have 
supported them, the problem will have been 
solved for more than half the diseases that 
flesh is heir to. It would be in the hands of 
the intelligent physician an antidote of tre- 
mendous power and therefore of supreme im- 
portance, 

Such a remedy has, been found in the so- 
called peroxide of hydrogen, or oxygenated 
water, which was described in Tus Targus 
of last Sunday. 
about as cheaply as soda water, and 1s a veri- 
ta le microbe killer, both internally and exter- 
nally. In the latter respect it is already being 
used in some of the hospitals and by a few 
medical men in their private practice. They 
find it invaluable as a cleanser of wounds, ul- 
cerations, eto., not only destroying the bac- 
terial forms that produce inflammation, but 
seeming to exert a really renovating action on 
the tissues, and especially in gradually, though 
rapidly, stopping the formation of pus. Some 
others have found it to be equally efficacious 
when vaporized and inhaled by persons 
organs 
of respiration, This success may be inter- 
preted as indicating at least a possibility that 
the oxygenated water can be used with splen- 
did effect in cases of kidney trouble, liver 
compleint, dyspepsia, diarrhea, rheumatism, 
etc. Of course the best mode of using the 
remedy in these and other diseases must be 
indicated by the more intelligent and pro- 
gressive members of thé medical profession. 
If too strong it would act injuriously on the 
tissues of the human frame as well as on the 
bacteria that infest it, but if it can be thus 
controlled there is no good reason why the 
remedy should not be hailed as the long- 
sought specific whieh will rid the human race 
of its deadly burrowing pests and give man a 
chance to live out the natural term, which is 
indicated by comparisons of growth with 
longevity for other animals to be not far from 
120 years.

THE ANNEXATION OF AUSTIN. 

There is opposition on the part of the office- 
holders and franchise owners of Cicero to the 
annexation of Austin, Morton Park, and the 
region around the Grant locomotive works to 
the City of Chicago. They are using the old 
played-out stock arguments that were used in 
Lake View, Lake, and Hyde Park to induce 
the people to vote down the proposition, that 
they may be left in peaceful enjoyment of 
their salaries and other perquisites from the 
town government. The meeting at Austin 
Friday was dominated by those people. They 
care nothing about the general good of the 
town. They were looking out for their own 
selfish interests. The good people of Cicero 
may be trusted to see through their schemes 
and act accordingly. 

Of the reasons given by Judge Wood, O. ‘D. 
Allen, B. L. Dodge, and others of Oak Park to 
the people of Austin why they should vote 
against annexation to the city, one is that an- 
nexation woyld result in an increase of taxa- 
tion. It is hardly necessary to say that this 
is not true, Therate of taxation now in 
Oak Park is $7.114 per $100 of valuation. The 
rate in the West Town of Chicago, excluding 
park taxes, which could not be imposed on 
Cicero in the event of annexation, is $5.698 per 
$100. Oak Park taxation is therefore $1.416 
per $100, or 25 per cent, higherthan in the 
adjatent town of West Chicago. But, 
say the anti-annexationists, property is as- 
sessed lower in Cicero than in West Chicago. 
If that be true—and probably itis not—the as- 
sessment will continue to be low, as after an- 
nexation Cicero will continue to have ifs own 
assessor the same as it has now. The town- 
ship government will not be disturbed. 

The other arguments advanced 
“‘antis ” are equally as ridiculous as the one 
about taxation, It would be waste of time to 
refute them. The people of Austin know that 
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Galesburg that

GREAT NORTHERN RAILROAD EXTENSION 


New Pacific Coast Lines to Be Finished by 
April, 1893. 

Nzew York, March 26.—President Thomas 
F. Oakes of the Northern Pacific railway ar- 
rived yesterday. Mr, Oakes says of the dis- 
guieting rumors about the Northern Pacific 
which were floating about Wall street, where 
the preferred stocks of the company were de- 
clinmg: “The contest—for some $200,000— 
between the Northern Pacific and the Union 
Pacific is in the courts now. We have taken 
the initiative and sued the Union Pacific for 
an accounting. The dispute arises from dif- 
ferences in the interpretation of a contract. 

It is not possible for the Great Northern 
company to build its Pacitic coast extension 
before Nov. 1, but it may be completed in 
twelve months from April 1. The country 
through which the line is projected has been 
inaccessible territory, with 2 ulation and 
no business. In other words, the Great North- 
ern will have to pursue the course originally 
pursued by the Northern Pacific, and build up 
its own territory. The only new competition 
between the two lines will be at Spokane 
Falls and Seattle. We are satisfied the 
increase of business at both places will more 
than compensate the Northern Pacific for 
business that the Great Northern will secure. 
This has been the experience of the Northern 
Pacific at Helena and elsewhere, where the 
two lines have met in competition.”

These gentle- 
men are to a considerable and gratifying ex- 
tent played out.

Thus 
they have rather faded out of the picture, and 
as the awakened Irish majority of practical, 
sensible men have seen more and more clearly 
the realities of the situat on it still farther re- 
eedes from former views, and a good job it is 
too. 


English Popular Feeling About Bering Sea. 

At the beginning of the week it looked fora 
day or two as if the English people were really 
going to become interested in the Bering Sea 
imbroglio. The papers give President Har- 
rison’s message a big, truculent headline, and 
several Americans domiciled here came to 
ask what would happen to their furniture and 
leases in case war broke out. On second 
taought, however, John Bull decided that 
this was ouly another manifestation 
of the approaching campaign, and the 


diplomatic action to-the vote-catehing exigen- 
cies of American politics, and the unfortunate 
fact that this chronic suspicion is only tuo 
otten justified renders serious, candia discus- 
sion of the differences between the two coun- 
tries by the peoples of those countries almost 
hopeless. 

Itis impossible, for example, to discover 
what Englishmen really think on the subject 
simply because their papers tell them it is not 
needful that they should think, as Americans 
are only talking buncombe and are not in 
earnest. Similarly Americans probably fail 
to realize how vast, spontaneous, and 
all-powerful; would be the popular 
uprising here in protest against such fratri- 
cidal wickedness if the two overpeppery gen- 


‘tlemen who are conducting this correspond- 


ence should get it into such a hard knot that 
the sword were resorted to in order to cut it. 
Unhappily, there has been so much dialectical 
sinartness on both sides, so controlling a de- 
sire to show off ut the expense of the antago- 
nist throughout the whole prolonged contro- 
versy, that to plain minds it is now very diffi- 
cult to see where the right and wrong really 
lie. 

Australian Federation Movement Dead. 

An able young member of Parliament here 
who is a native of Australia, and who has just 
returned from the antipodes, tells me that the 
whole federation movement, which a year ago 
reached’ the climax of a constitutional conven- 
vention and elaborated a plan for a common- 
wealth of Australia, has almost completely 
evaporated. Nobody talks about it; nobody 
regards it as a live issue. 

Sir Henry Parkes, who only took it up and 
boomed it to evade a prospective disaster in 
the fight between free trade and protection, 
has in turn an even more pressing issue forced 
upon him by the rise of the labor party. This 
has already knocked him out and seems likely 
to occupy the political arena tor a long time 
to come. At any rate federation has been rel- 
egated to the Roman calends.

the Dropping of the Education Bill— 
Caprivi Opposed Count Von Kulenberg’s 
Appointment—Dr. Von Bosse Sympa- 
thizes with the Kaiser’s Reform Ideas— 
The Emperor Is Keturned to Berlin. 


[Copyright, 1892. by the New York Associated Press.] 
Brrum, March 26.—The Emperor means to 
give himself and his Ministers a period of rest 
from parliamentary worries by the immediate 
prorogation of both the Reichstag and Land- 
tag. The former body will be prorogued next 
week for an indefinite period. The Landtag 
will be nominally prorogued until the end of 
October, but it will not meet again for busi- 
ness until a new House is elected. In view of 


the suspension cf parliamentary life it will | 


be futile to study how the political groups will 
rearrange themselves under the Prussian min- 
isterial changes. The members of the Center 
party in the Reichstag are already in revolt and 
are ready to vote any way so as to defeat the 
government, but they are powerless, as the re- 
maining business stands, to do more than as- 
sistin the rejection of minor items of the 
budget. 

When Count von Eulenberg, the new Presi- 
dent of the Prussian Council of Ministers, and 
Dr. von Bosse, the new Minister of Public In- 
struction and Worship, meet the Lower House 
of the Prussian Diet Monday their attitude, it 
can be predicted, will be distinctly friendly 
towards the Conservative and Centrist 


groups. 

Count von Eulenberg’s whole record is in- 
consistent with any policy tending to the 
alliance of the Conservatives with the 
National Liberals under conditions giving 
a Liberal imprint to government legis- 
lation. Both he and Dr. von Bosse are bent 
to tind some method of reconciling the Catho- 
lics between the adjournment of the Landtag 
and the elections. The ministers can hope to 
renew the pact with the Clericals and then ap- 
peal to the constituencies. This may so alter 
the balance of the parties as to enable Count 
von Eulenberg to defy the Liberal coalition. 

Count von Eulenberg’s enemies say that he 
has the suppleness of an eel and that he will 
work to win with a Conservative and Moder- 
ate Liberal or Conservative and Clerical al- 
liance. In the meantime it is ascertained that 
he means to try to prevent an estrangement 
with the Clericals concerning his relations 
with Chancellor von Caprivi. 

Caprivi Opposed Lulenbere’s Appointment. 


Nothing is surer than that the latter opposed 
the appointment of Count von Eulenberg as 
his successor as President of the Council, 
knowing as he did that Count von Eulenberg 
as Prussian Premier would be a dangerous 
rival for the Imperial Chancellorship. Prince 
Bismarck when Chancellor found Count von 
Eulenberg too astute and of too strong a per- 
sonality. He picked a quarrel with him and 
ejected him from the Ministry of the Interior 
in 1881. After an interval of some months 
Prince Bismarck appointed him President of 
the Government of Hesse-Nassau. The Count 
is an abler oratorthan Gen. von Caprivi, and 
will make a bigger figure in the Prussian Diet. 

The duration of the present provisional ar- 
rangement after the Prussian elections is im- 
probable. Those best acquainted with Count 
von Eulenberg back him as likely to succeed 
in ousting Gen. von Caprivi from the Prussian 
Ministry and from the Imperial Chancelior- 
ship within the current year. 


The Emperor selected Dr. von Bosse as 


being sympathetic with his social and religious 
reform. He is pious without being a pietist; 
conservative, but not a reactionist. Dr. von 
Bosse is notable among the Ministers as an 
eager supporter of the anti-drink legislation. 
He is an anti-duelist and a social purity man. 


Caprivi Will Not “Barter” with Clericals, 

There was a highly interesting discussion at 
the Reichstag today when Herr Richter ques- 
tioned Chancellor von Caprivi regarding the 


attitude of the government to the clerical view 


as to the probable abandonment of the Pri- 
mary Education bill. The Chancellor replied 
that he found it impossible to carry out the 
policy of barter implied in the declarations of 
Prince Bismarck. He said it would be sinning 
against the German Empire to purchase bene- 
fits for it at the expense ot Prussia. The 
anxieties he had endured as President of the 
Prussian Ministry had been the greatest of 
his life. It would strengthen the stability of 
the empire to make the Imperial Chancellor 
independent on Prussian affairs. Germany, 
he declared, would come out of the . present 
crisis with renewed force arising from the 
ministerial changes. : 

Herr von Bennigsen next took credit for 
leading the opposition to success against the 
education proposals. The National Liberals 
and the members of the Freisinnige party 
heartily applauded his reference to the agita- 
tion against the bill. 

Herr Liebknecht expressed for the Social- 
ists their rejoicings over the collapse of a 
measure which has menaced religious free- 
dom in Prussia. . He concluded with the 
rather irrelevant declaration that despite the 
strong party and political divisions Germany, 
if attacked by France or Russia, would rise as 
one man to repel the invaders. Gen. von 
Caprivi remains as the representative of the 
Prussian Ministry in the Bundesrath. 

The Emperor Looks Exceedingly Well. 

The Emperor raturned to Berlin this even- 
ing from Hubertusstock. He was met at the 
station by the Empress and General von Wit- 
tics and other officials. He was enthusiasti- 
cally cheered by the people on the streets as 
he drove tothe castle. He looked well and 
showed no trace of his recent illness. His at- 
tendants state that the cold from which he 
suffered only slightly affects his respiration. 
He daily took hard gallops through the forest 
roads. He has not been troubled with his ear 
malady, the attendants say, for weeks.

INJUSTICE IN THE WAR OFFICE, 


The Duke of Cambridge Punished a Brave 
Man (Contrary to All Reason. 
[SPRECTIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, March 26.—Some months ago at- 
tention was called to one of the worst cases of 
injustice that ever occurred even in the Brit- 
ish War Office. In 1875 a young surgeon 
named Bri just 21 years of age, entered 
the army. "Feo years later he was in India 
and served in Afghanistan. He afterwards 
was with the Nile expedition in 1884, takmg 
part in the famous desert march for the 
relief of Gordon. On his return he 
was promoted to be  Surgeon-Major 
for brilliant services in the field being put 
over the heads of over forty surgeons. Later 
he was sent to India for the second time on 
the staff of the Governor of Madras, Lord 
Connemara, who had just been raised to the 
peerage. Fortwo and a half years Surgeon 
Briggs was with Connemara, when the latter's 
wife, who was the eldest daughter of the Mar- 
quis of Dalhousie, an proceedings for di- 
vorce. Connemara filed a counter suit, im- 
plicating Briggs, who immediately came to 
England to fight the case. That there was no 
foundation for Connemara’s accusation was 
plain from the fact that Briggs insisted on 
and obtained a written apology from Conne- 
mara, notwithstandmg which the charges were 
repeated, 

In order to be here when the trial came up 
Briggs asked for leave of absence. Instead 
of that he was appointed to a far-off Irish 
station, with instructions that no leave would 
be given.

The falling 
metal covered nine of the workmen, frigut- 
fully burning four of them and painfully in- 
juring the others.

lies. If the anti-silver Democrats have devel- 
oped the strength they claim since the breach 
made in the ranks of the free-coinage people 
Thursday night the Bland bill will be defeat- 
ed. But this development of strength is so 
much a matter of doubt that the leading anti- 
silver Democrats are still afraid of a straight 
issue and depend entirely for success on pre- 
venting its coming to this point. 

The Republican members of the House held 
a conference this afternoon to decide on their 
course. The sentiment was nearly unanimous 
that the only thing to do was tp persist in 
their opposition to the Bland bill, but not to 
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commit the party to support any«policy that, 


will postpone a decision and leave the question 
hanging fire till nest December, when a free 
coinage bill would be sure to pass. Ex- 
Speaker Reed has not shown much sagacity in 
his advice, His personal friendship for 
Bourke Cockran and a coterie of New England 
mugwumps has led him into advocat- 
ing the doubtful policy of delay. 
He was of the opinion that if the 
Committee on Rules wants to bring in a 
special order for a vote the Republicans 
should unitedly oppose that rule. Gov. Ding- 
ley, Col. Abner Taylor, and a few others held 
to the same view, but the majority of the Re- 
publicans were so strongly opposed to this 
plan that it was dropped. Republican mem- 
bers will therefore follow their individual 
opinions in voting on any special rule that 
may be reported. But when the main ques- 
tion comes up they will come together as 
unitedly as they did on Mr. Burrows’ motion 
to table the Biand bill. 
Spell Rule Will Be Adopted. 

The news that the Republicans will not, as 
a , oppose the adoption of the special 
rule enas the hopes of anti-silver Demo- 
crats of defeating the bill by this means. They 
may filinuster again, but this is a family fight 
with which the Republicans have no concern, 
If the Committee on Rules reports thé resolu- 
tion as introduced by Mr. Bland it will be the 
moat sweeping kind of closure ever exercised 
in r Ex-Speaker Reed this afternoon 

inted this out. He remarked that nothing

Somebody 
always gets fooled in voting for Democratic 
Congressmen, and in this instance it seems to 
have been the free coinage folks. It is said 
that the presence of M. M. Ham of Dubuque, 
working in the interest of Grover Cleveland’s 
candidacy, has something to do with the vote 
of these lowans. They may flop again when 
the roll-call is taken on the passage of the 
bill. The only safe thing for Iowa people 
who are opposed to free coinage is to vote — 
Republican Congressmen. Then nobody will 
be fooled,

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INTRNTION OF THE SENATE TO 
RATIFY THE TREATY, 


It Will Be More Difficult for Lord Salis- 
bury to Persist in His Refusal to Kenew 
‘the Modus Vivendi~Was Deceived vy 
Sir Charles Tupper—Preparations Con- 
tinue for an Active Patrol of Alaskan 
Waters—Correspondence Withheld in 
England. | 


„ Wasurreton, D. C., March 26.—[ Special. 


Reports received from London today were 
that the intention of the Senate to ratify the 
arbitration treaty in the Bering Sea matter 
was having u good effect and would maké it 
more difficult for Lord Salisbury to persist in 
his refusal to renew the modus vivendi. There 
were also intimations that the British Foreign 
Office was. still working on the scheme of in- 
deinnity to the United States for any ravages 
made by the Canadian sealers, provided the 
arbitration should be favorable to the United 
States. This proposition is so ridiculous that 
the authorities here are skeptical about any 
modification which could make it acceptable. 
The President laid down the doctrine when 
he said that the least the United States could 
assent to, pending the arbitration, was the re- 
newal of the modus vivendi. 

There the case of the United States rests. 
and while Salisbury is inventmg new delays 
the preparations for maintaining an effective 
patrol in Alaskan waters go on. It is done 
without publicity or bluster, but the thor- 
oughness of the preparations is measured 
only by the vessels in the navy and in the 
revenue marine service which the United 
States has available for this purpose, Un- 
fortunately these are not complete enough to 
insure the safety of the seals, and the codpera- 
tion of the British Government 1s as desirable 
as ever. : 


Sir Charles Tupper Misled Salisbury. 


There are some si that the British public 
is beginning to see how Sir Charles pper 
has inisled Salisbury. Tupper is about the 
only Canadian who seems to believe that the 
United States is not in earnest in its intention 
to protect tne seals. And if hostilities should 
ever come the Britishers know that Canada 
would inevitably be the worst sufferer. On 
this account they are beginning to doubt the 
soundness of advice like that which Sir Charles 
Tupper is said to be giving Lord Salisbury. 

A member of the Cabinet said today that he 
saw no reason for supposing that the present 
complications with Great Britain in regard to 
the seal fisheries will not be settled amica- 
rw He added that it would be the height of 
folly for two countries havmg so much in 
co.nmon to quarrelover a matter they have 
agreed to settlo by arbitration. He felt confi- 
dent that Great Britain will either consent to 
a renewal of modus vivendi of last year, 
or that if it does not do this it will not inter- 
fere with or resist the efforts of this govern- 
ment to preserve the seals, pending the arbi- 
tration proceedings. 

When the modus vivendi was negotiated

Formerly seals were common on the coasts of 
South America and those of the Falkland Le- 
ands; now they are hardly to be found there, It 
seems to us, on the whole, that the position is 
a reasonable one and we should fully incur- 
ring the censure not only of the United States 
but of the civilized world if, by adhering too 
ge | to any technical right, we should run the 
risk of the destruction of this valuable industry 
and of a valuable animal. 

There has been much speculation in the 
Senate as to the sudden change of mind by 
Lord Salisbury in this respect. 


UNEASINESS FELT IN ENGLAND, 


Correspondence Withheld from the Public 
and the People Kept in Ignorance. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, March 26.—The strained relations 
between the United States and Great Britain 
on the Bering Sea question begin to cause a 
good deal of uneasiness among well informed 
persons here, but for some reason or other the 
Philadelphia correspondent of the London 
Times velittles the whole controversy day 
after day and sends word: The subject has 
failed to arouse much interest among the 
Ameriean people.“ This encourages the ad 
vocates of a dogged policy of 
surrender ”’ to persevere in 
course, and confirms them in their 
belief that the President and Senate are meré- 
ly engaged in carrying out an electioneering 
dodge. The statement of the Times corre- 
spondent is certainly not confirmed by the 
quotations from the American press which the 
members of Parliament obtained from 
friends. These clearly show the controversy 
is regarded as one of the greatest importance 
by the people of the United States, and it is a 
pity this fact is not put in a decisive and au- 
thoritative manner before the British public, 

I have reason to. believe, however, that the 
government is not underrating the dispute. 
It is anxious to arrive at a settlement, 
and thinks it would beable ‘to do soif it 
were nut for the jingoes in Canada as well 
as inthe United States. This class ig not 
largely representative in England, for no sec- 
tion of the English people worth mentioning 
would look upon the probability of war with 
the United States without horror. Canadian 
pressure is strong, and naturally must have 
some effect upon the ministry as well as upon 
Parliament. 

There is absolutely no political advantage 
to be gained for any party in this country by 
quarreling with the United States. Quite the 
contrary; the ministry which placed two 
countries in peril of war upon such a question 
as the seal fisheries, would undoubtedly wreck 
itself and that speedily. But much is to be 
feared from the ignorance of thé great body 
of the English people concerning the real. 
question at issue, for they cannot be expected 
to read the blue books containing the corre- 
spondence, and they accept the newspaper 
version of what is going on. t, as a rule, 
represents the United States as having no 


ente and being determined only to force En- 


gland into a humiliating position. 
Holding Back the Correspondence. 


Meanwhile none of the receut correspond- 
ence between the two governments has been 
allowed to see the light here, although it ap- 
pears it has been published in the United 
States. Weare all in the dark as to the true 
nature of the counter proposals made by Lord 
Salisbury and as to his reasons for refusing to 
renew the modus vivendi of last year. The 
whole affair is represented as part of the 
„tail-twisting business, which always goes 
on with redoubled vigor whenever a Presi- 
dential election is pending. The question put 
Friday afternoon in the House of Commons 
will at least have the effect of accelerating the 
production of the official correspondence; in 
fact, it is now promised for Monday, although 
not a word was heard of it before, 

The Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs also 
stated that Lord Salisbury’s reply to the last 
note received from the American Govern- 
ment is still under consideration. As to this 
note nothing seems to have been said at Wash- 
muton or in any of the communications made 
to the press there, rather indicating that the 
correspondence had been closed and the re- 
sult laid before the Senate. We now learn 
for the first time of the note from the Presi- 
dent still remaining unanswered, 

I may add that the belief is strong in official 
circles that the storm will blow over and that 
a fair and reasonable compromise will be ar- 
rived at. We hear of no threatening naval 
preparations on the part of the American Gov. 
ernment and consequently it is not generally 
thought that the warlike expressions which 
find utterance in various q rs are likely to 
be translated into action. It must be dis- 
tinctly rted that no party or section of a 
party in this country desired to see a serious 
misunderstanding with the United States on 
any subject whatever. ;

SETS ITS RIVALS. 


On a Great Eminence, Where Vegetation 
Perishes by the Smelter’s Sulphurous 
Breath, It Constantly Teems with Ac- 
tivity—Intense Loyalty of Its Inhabit- 
ants—From a Social Standpolnt - How 
the Miners Live— What the Butte Man 


Burr Crrr, Mont., March 23.—[Special. |— 
No American city west of the Missouri River 
has made more rapid material progress than 
Butte during the last decade. An insignifi- 
cant and stragelmg mountain village, with 
only a comparatively few developed mines, in 
1881, it now boasts 30,000 inhabitants and the 
largest silver and copper ore formations to be 
Its citizens 
are fond of callmg it “the Chicago 
of Montana,” and claim for 
I believe with justice, the honor of being “ the 


good hotels, a pretty opera-house, well-lighted 
streets, an excellent electric-car system, and 
unlimited mud and smoke. The former can 
be conquered when the dashing young com- 
munity has time to pave its steeply-graded 
streets, but the vapors that arise from the 
huge array of smeltmg furnaces on the west 


side of the town obscure the vision on even 


the clearest days and fill the atmosphere 
with the mephitic odor of sulphuric gas, 
which causes man, woman, and child 
to keep up an everlasting fusiliade of coughs 
and sneezes. This awful gas is death io vege- 
tation. Not a biade of grass grows on the 
hills of Butte; not an open air flower flour- 
ishes here; even the trees indigenous to the 
soil have perished, and the eminences in and 
around the city stand out, when the smoke 


desolate as the worst bad land buttes to be 
found on the Little Missouri River. 

In Butte beauty is entirely sacrificed to 
utility. Its inhabitants are frantically loyal 
to the place, which is an amiable 
weakness with which a Chicagoan ‘can 
hardly be expected to quarrel. In the 
eyes of the Buttean Butte has no im- 
perfections, and this feeling extends to every 
class of its inhabitants. It is said that any- 
body caught at the proper age and brought to 
Butte never voluntarily leaves it again. They 
tell a story of an ancient inhabitant—one 
Pete McCarthy, alias Seven-up Pete — 
who, when asked by a down-East tenderfoot 
how long he had been in the place, pointed to 


from which it derives its name, and said: 
** D’ye see that butte over there beyant?’’ The 
stranger replied in the affirmative. ‘ Well,” 
continued Pete, I've been in this burg since 
that was a pup.” 
Years Ago and Now. 
Eleven years ago the leading mines operated 
within the precincts af Butte City were the 
ce, the Moulton,“ the : n,” 
and the “Colusa.” 
been rather overshadowed 
the St. Lawrence,” the Mountain Consoli- 
dated, the Green Mountain,“ and other 
mines operated by the Anaconda Mining com- 
pany, one of the richest corporations in the 
nited States. The Anaconda is credited 
with being the largest — mme 
so kar discovered, and there is enough 
silver, it is said, mined in some of its sister 
fts to pay all expenses of labor and 
material, leaving the copper output virtually 
clear profit. This Anaconda system employs 
a legion of men, and its appointments 
2 inery of the most rn and power- 


pul lishing its earn- 
ings, but its wealth may guessed at from 
the fact that it has been recently incorporated 
with a capital stock of $25,000,000, and its 
mining experts declare that there is rae 
ore now in sight to last or 
at least thirty years. Its pay roll, exclusive 
of officers’ salaries, between the Butte Cit 
works and the smelters at Anaconda, is sai 
to reach a total of $220,000 a month. A 
“shutdown” of the Anaconda system, which 
is not likely to happen within this generation, 
would mean commercial ruin to both Butte 
and Anaconda, which depend. almost exciu- 
sively on the mines for their prosperity. The 
other companies that. operate in Butte em- 
ploy, in the aggregate, a great array of 
aborers, but nearly everybody speaks of the 
Anaconda company as the mainstay of the 
mining metropolis. 

Butte, notwithstanding its recent develop- 
ment, me ed ys — a great many features of 
the origi mining camp, The day shift 
and the night shift give to the streets an 
unusually lively appearance, because the men 
of those shifts, released from work alter- 
nately, keep up the usual mining town 
racket both day and night. No midnight 
ordinance checks the stalwart conviwiality of 
Butte. The saloons are quite as well stocked 
after the noon of night as before, and the 
rattle of chips in the gambling dens illus- 
trates the marked affinity between games 
of chance and speculation in ore de- 
posits. Both are equally risky, the only 
difference between them being that the specu- 
lator is generally manly and respectable, 
while the faro-bank keeper is cruel and con- 
scienceless. Between the gambling dens and 


| the all-night saloons the average miner has 


little chance of makmg a fortune, No man is 
so prodigal of his earnings as a miner, except 
it be a sailor. 


Fine Physical Specimens All, 


Physically the Butte miners are a fine body 
of men, made up of allelements. The En- 
glish, Welsh, and Irish seem to se satan 
although there are many Italia and 
not a few representatives from the Slavic 
provinces of the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

They generally dress in long boots, slouch 
hats, woolen shirts, and biue overalls It 
must be a very cold day that induces a miner 
to bother with such a trifle as an overcoat. 
They are the most careless of mortals, and 
never take precautions against catching cold. 
They ccme out reeking with perspiration from 
the bowels of the earth and brave the nipping 
blast with bare breasts and necks. eu- 
monia has been doing its deadly work amon 
them since the advent of the grip, — | 
this season has not been an exception 
in the way of mortality. The patient, 
breathi thin and vitiated air, has little 
hope of shaking off pneumonia in Butte, and, 
in consequence, the average of fatal cases has 
been large. It is said that men who abstain 
from strong liquors suffer even more than 
those who drink heavily, and nearly all seem 
to agree that alcohol, in some form, is an ab- 
solutely needed mode of treatment under 
such conditions as exist here. My personal

“This valley has a total length of about 
400 miles, and from 10to 20 miles in width, 
with an average elevation of 3,000 feet. 
The average rainfall is about thirteen inches 
per year. The 1 is dry and delight- 

ully pleasant and bracing, and statistics 

rove there is no better climate known for 

hose’ afflicted with pulmonary or kindred 
diseases; it is truly a of sunshine. The 
soil is as rich and inexhaustible as that of the 
Nile. The climate is delightful, while the 
Pecos River, which runs through ite entire 
length, is a at mountain stream supple- 
mented and fed by numerous immense springs 
or underground rivers, having a flow of about 
1,000 cubic feet per second. The Pecos Irri- 
gation aud Improvement company has within 
the last two years constructed in this valley 
one of the finest systems of reservoirs and irri- 
gating canals in this country.

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ef Drunkenness—Social 

Band in Which the Liquor Question 

Must Have tts Part. 

Durs, March 10.—A new idea is just get- 
ting above the horizon of German thought. A 
body ‘of citizens, small in number, but con- 
taining a large proportion of the thoughtful 
and competent observers of the social situa- 
tion, are by no means content with the drink- 
ing habits of the people. They believe that 
even if violent drunkenness is still rare the 
physical and moral fiber of the nation is being 
weakened from year to year; and it is thi 
sentiment which has now found expression in 
the recent bill for the repression of drunken- 
ness. The fact that agitation on the subject 
has been able to reach the Reichstag has been 
commended by the Emperor and has been sup- 
ported by some of the inost important persons 
in the State certainly makes a very important 
incident in German social history, and I use 
the present mament of discussion to point out 
what seem to me the social influences and 
movemer ts which lie behind the bill. 

The contents of the present bill make up a 
strange mingling of some proposals which to 
an American seem very elementary with 
others which seem very harsh. It is curious 
to hear the appeal to personal liberty made at 
such different points in different lands. The 
American citizen has grown accustoined to 
having his liberty inf in the case of 
drink, but thinks of Germany as a monument 
of governméntal interference because it has 
State railways and telegraphs and compulsory 
army-service. The rman, on the other 
hand, takes these institutions as in the course 
of nature, and is even willing that the State 
shall put drunkards under guardianship and 
sequestrate their estates; but he draws the 
line of personal liberty at his own right to un- 
limited beer. 

Much more interesting, however, than the 
fate of the present billis the question what 
the influences are which lie behind it, and 
which will remain of importance even if the 
bill is wholly lost. These influences appear 
to be of two kinds—first, the growth of or- 
ganized temperance organizations in Ger- 
many; second, and much more effective, 
the serious impression felt by many of the 
best-informed citizens that asocial crisis for the 
country is near at hand in which the liquor 
question must have its part. 

only considerable temperance associa- 
tion is the ‘“ Verein gegen den Missorauch 
geistiger Getränke.“ This society, found- 
ed in 1883, may be said to have a 
real social importance. It numbers about 
10,000 members, grouped in some thirty 
local associations. its membership is al- 
most wholiy recruited from the educated 
and influential class. Among its first 
supporters were the Emperor Frederick, Gen. 
von Moltke, Field-Marshal Herwarth von Bit- 
tenfeld, and the 8 Miquél 
now Prussian Minister of Finance and ove of 
the most important persons in Germany. It 
has also among its members many physicians, 
prison officials, directors of asylums, pastors 
concerned with missionary work, charity ex- 
perts like Dr. Emminghaus of Gotha, econo- 
mists like Prof. Béhmert of Dresden, and 
many other persons brought professionally or 
by their philanthropic activity into close rela- 
tions with the question of drink. This society 
demands no pledge of abstinence; indeed, at 
its congress last summer in Bremen wine was 
served on the tables. It calls for nothing 
more than a general interest in moderation 
and unites all who feel the social danger of 
drink. The law now proposed may thus be 
fairly described as offered to the country by 
its expert philanthropists, and as having its 
strength through the social position of a few 
of its adherents. 

Yet this amount of direct agitation is not, I 
think, sufficient to account for the new inter- 
est in the drink question in Germany. Quite 
apart from the efforts of these reformers, 
there seems to be an impression in many 
minds that both the money and the physical 
strength of the people are being seriously 
wasted, and this, too, at a time when both are 
terribly needed. The fact is that the nations 
of Europe are now engaged in a contest for 
life itself—a contest which has been until 
very lately for military supremacy, but which 
has now been abruptly and happily trans- 
ferred to the field of trade. Ihe demand in 
each country is so great, the competition so 
close, and the results may be so portentous, 
that intelligent men are sett.ng themselves to 
consider every factor of the case which muy 
have any weight; in Germany, at least, 
rege observant persons have come to 
see that one important factor is the drink 
habit. The nation which first checks the 
present increase in the use of liquor will have, 
it is seen, a tremendous advantage both in 
physical and economic warfare. The first 
newspaper article which suggested to me that 
the Germans were aware of the social danger 
of drink was, curiously enough, the Army 
Journal, It described the autumn maneuvers 
at Erfurt, where a detachment of reserves 
was called out to take part in those days of 
vigorous drill, These men, summoned thus 
abruptly from their ordinary pursuits, socn 
showed that they were in poor physical trim 
and quite unfit for active service: and the mili- 
tary critic attributed this fact to the beer- 
drinking habit of life into which they had 
sunk. Unless, he wrote, Germany re- 
deems herself from the saloon, she will look in 
vain for competent defenders when the test of 
war isto be met. A man cannot rise from 
se and fight, well for his father- 


This judgment, made from the military point 
of view, appears even better justified when one 
considers the present economic situation in 
Europe. Germans, on the whole, agree with 
their Emperor that the new reciprocity trea- 
ties begin a new period in European history. 
But with this change in diplomacy a new im- 
portance is given to questions of social sci- 
ence. A new test of supremacy is presented. 
The nation, or the group of nations, which is 
internally the healthiest, the most self-con- 
tained, and the most productive will best meet 
this new test. The most sober and thrifty 
nation will have a tremendous 2 in 
this industrial competition. Where, then 
people are beginning to ask zhemselves—is 
there any great waste of income and where 
can any saving be made? This question points 
directly to the drink habit. 

Germany is, on the whole, a nation of poor 
people. In thousands of homes life is sus- 
tained on an incredibly narrow margin of 
income. The average income per head in the 
Kingdom of Saxony is about $106, and there 
are scores of cases in the Saxon District of 
Zittau in which whole families of weavers, 
man, wife, and from one to four children, 
make both ends meet on $100 a year. In such 
a state of thi a new importance is given to 
the question: How much does Germany spend 
on drink? Is it not an unreasonable amoun 


and does it not seriously limit both the f 


production and the financial strength of the 
country? 

These questions have seemed to me so im- 
portant that I have asked a most competent 
expert, Dr. W. Bode, to make an abstract of 
the imperial statistics for the year 1889.90 
bearing on this subject. The result of this ex- 
amination will make the first study of the kind 
in Germany, and will soon be published in 
pamphlet form under the title of The Ger- 
man Drink Question (“ Die Deutsche Alco-

It is evi- 
dence that we are degenerate Anglo-Saxons 
that we are creating the very conditions 
which sharp and unscrupulous men may take 
advantage of to swindle and despoil us. 

There is another phase of this matter 
which deserves remark. After the particular 
facts concerning which the inquiring stock- 
holder sought information had been set forth 
in the newspaper, te comments of the pub- 
lic moved the officers of the West Side com- 
pany to take some action to quiet apprehen- 
sion. The method of doing this and its result 
emphasize the prevaili pusillanimity of 
American stockholders. President of the 
West Side company invited such stock- 
holders as were curious about this matter to 
meet him at his office. Some dozen or fifteen 
persons attended this meeting. It does not 
appear that any books of accounts were then 
produced for the examination of stockholders, 
or any evidences as to the facts of the particu- 
lar transactions in question.

LINCOLN AND LOGAN WERE IN IT, 


The Rochester Road (Case a Contest of 
Forty Years’ Standing. 

At the adjourned road meeting on Saturday 
last the commissioners of highways refused 
to grant either of the petitions asking for a 
change of the road extending beyond the north 
end of the McCoy lane. The petitioners ask- 
ing for the change, which embraced opening a 
new road to the north line of the township, 
seemed to be most disappointed, and gave no- 
tice that they would take an appeal. 

When the fight willend or how it will finally 
result the Item does not pretend to say, but 
as this same contest is but the renewal of one 
that was made forty years ago to secure a 
road over the same route now contended for 
some scraps of history relating thereto will 
not lack in interest.

I re- 
member, too, that a curious sort of horror 
came over me as I speculated on our probable 
fate, were the crust of garth suddenly to col- 
lapse beneath our weight. 
As we retreated before the blast of sul - 
phurous fumes that the wind drove against us 
the fog continued to lift, until finally we be- 
held the volcanic area in its entirety. Every- 
where were the conical projections of the vol- 
canoes. Everything was in active operution 
and the volcanoes belched forth vapor and 
showers of thin mud or poured plastic streams 
down their sides, while the numerous springs 
and geysers were shooting out columns of boil- 
ing water, some clear and others thick and 
muddy, while here and there an occasional 
hard worker would spout up sand and small 
stones that fell with clattering sounds on the 
peculiarly vibratory surface. 

We counted upward of 3,500 volcanoes in 
this region. i of them have the small 
crater-like open at the apex, out of which 
poured steam, smoke, mud, and flame, and 
sometimes amgll clouds of ashes. The draft 
that comes from these openings when the 
voleanoes is in eruption is so hot that it will 
ignite clotb and even small pieces of wood, 
and a pot of water suspended over the edge 
on an iron book will speedily boil, a fact we 
took advantage of ia cooking our coffee. In 
some of these volcanoes the escaping mud 
has been formed into the most Curious pipes 
that run down their outer edge, and through 
which the steam whistles and hisses exactly 
like an engine blowing off steam. 

About one-half of the volcanoes are from 
ten to forty feet wide at the base and run 
from seven to fifteen feet in width, and all 
of measureless depth. Nearly all these big 
craters are filled with mud or water, boiling 
hot, and not a few are filled with moiten lava. 
It is from these latter, we found, that the 
fumes of sulphurous gases came. These vol- 
canoes are active for the greater part of the 
time, and great care has to be éxercised lest 
the careless sightseer be overwhelmed by a 
mass of molten lava ora stream of scalding 
mud or water that 2 2 — 1 
without warning.
